Rebates Declared Legal. 

By decision of the supreme court of 
Massachusetts reyersing the conviction 
in a lower courfit has been declared | 
that ft is not contrary to the laws of | 
the state for a manufacturer to give 
reasonable inducements to his custom- | 
ers for the exclusive handling of his 
products. The law thus interpreted for- 
bade manufacturers from making it a 


| condition that the purehaser should not 


deal in the goods of another. The de- 
fendant was a salesman of the tobacco 
trust, who offered to jobbers a conces- 
sion of 6 per cent below the trade if 
they -would refuse to handle products 
of any other manufacturer. 
Machen Pleads Guilty. 
August W. Machen, the convicted | 
postal official, who was recalled from | 
the state prison at Moundsville, ‘W. | 
Va., to face additional charges of con- | 


spiracy in connection with a contract - 


for postoffice supplies, appeared in | 
court at Washington last week without | 
a sign of prison garb and entered a 
plea of guilty. In doing so he explain- 
ed that he did not directly or indirectly 
interfere with the committee that re- 
ceived the competitive bids in the case 
referred to, but he admitted that he 
did hold an interest in the contract and | 
shared in the profits accruing from it. 
He declared; however, that he did not 
know or suppose at the time that in so 
doing he was violating ‘the law. He 
now understands that this was a tech- | 
nical violation and in view of his pres- 
ent embarrassments and disadvan- | 
tages he deems it best to submit. Mr. 
Machen was then sentenced to%two | 
years’ imprisonment, to begin at the | 
expiration of the two year term he is 
now serving. 

Pullman Contracts Lawful. 

The supreme court of Texas has de- | 
cided against the state in its suit to re- 
cover penalties from the Fort Worth 
and Denver City railroad and the Pull- 
man Car company for the violation of | 
the antitrust law. It was held that the 
contract of the railroads for the use of | 
Pullman cars exclusively was not In | 
restraint of trade, inasmuch as sleep- 
ing cars are for the public benefit. Nu- 
merous other suits of this character 
will now be dismissed.

Professor Loeb’s Latest Work. 

In a bulletin just issued by Professor 
Jacques Loeb of the University of Cal- 
ifornia the latest step in the process of 


| fertilizing the eggs of sea urchins is 


fully described. He is now, able to 
form membrane in the eggs in the 


| same order that it 1s formed in real 


life—that is, immediately after the 
spermatozoon enters. His method is to 
treat the eggs with 
a solution of fatty 
acid and sea water. 
In this the eggs re- 
main from one-half 
to one and a half 
minutes. When 
transferred back to 
the sea water they 
form membrane 
which cannot be 
distinguished from 
that which is fertil- 
ized naturally. The eggs remain in

utes and are then put into a mixture 
of sea water and salt solution for 
twenty to fifty minutes..

Miss Woods died at the home of ier 
brother-in-law, Rey. Asher H. Wilcox, 
Norwich, Conn., on ‘Tuesday, May 80, at 
the age of eighty years.

The mother subsequently married Mr. 
George G. Parker of Ashburnham, but on 
his death returned to Andover, a little 
over fifty years ago. Our late citizen, 
George H. Parker, and Mrs, Wilcox were 
children of this marriage. Mrs. Parker 
built about 1856 the house on the corner 
of Bartlet and Wheeler streets, which 
was her residence until her death in 
1881, and that of her daughter until her 
removal to Norwich. 


Miss Woods was educated in Abbot 


Academy, and was a very attractive and | 


intelligent lady. She had been for many 
years a member of the Seminary church, 
and interested in all good things. Pro- 
fessor Hincks ofliciated at her burial in 
the Chapel cemetery on Thursday after- 
noon, speaking beautifully of her char- 
acter, and of the associations of that 
sacred spot where she had come back to 
rest, and where so many of the residents 
of Andover Hill are gathering year by 
year.

For the expenses of the new arbitra- 
tion board created to settle differences 
between the Building Trades Employ- 
ers’ association and the labor unions of 
the same trades the sum of $128,000 a 
year is to be raised. Each member of 
a union is to be taxed 10 cents a month, 
and there are 53,350 members, This 
will provide one-half of the required 
amount, and the employers will raise 
the other half. Each of the twelve 
mémbers of the executive committee is 
to receive $25 a month, and where men 
fre required to act as witnesses or as 
committeemen they are to be paid for 
wages lost. , 


10,000 Rockmen Locked Out. 

In view of the strikes declared and 
threatened by the unions of rockmen 
and excavators at New York the Pro- 
tective Association of Stone Contract- 
ors decided May 22 to take the bull by 
the horns and lock out over 10,000 of 
the rockmen.

Peace In the Northwest. 

The official announcement was made 
May 25 at New York that Messrs. Hill 
and Harriman had settled all existing 
differences regarding the northwest 
railroad situation. The fact was shown 
in a sharp rise in all stocks and espe- 
cially in those of the railroads concern- 
ed. It was rumored that Hill had been

A New Orleans Bank Merger. 

The consoldation of the Central 
Bank Trust and Savings company, the 
Whitney National bank and the Ger- 
mania National bank, all of New Or- 
leans, was announced on May 22, and 
the combined institution is expected to 
be the largest outside of New York 
and Chicago. The capital stock will be 
over $2,000,000. 

Merchants’ Trust Company sed. 

The New York state bankihg super- 
intendent announced May 23 the clos- 
ing of the Merchants’ Trust company 
of New York city because of the tying 
up of capital in useless securities, part- 
ly in companies in which some of the 
directors are interested. An assess- 
ment of stockholders was anticipated 
in order to pay off the depositors. Re- 
ceivers were duly appointed. 


It came out later that Miss -Helen. 


Gould and her brother Frank had lost 
a large sum in connection with this 
failure. It was said that through the 
advice of George E. Fisher they had in- 
vested $2,000,000 in the securities of 
the Virginia Passenger and Power 
company, on which securities the trust 
company had made its heavy loans.

Heavy Failure In Boston. 
One of the heaviest bankruptcy peti- 


| tions made under the new law of Mas- 


sachusetts was filed at Boston May 25 
by the firm of Burnett, Cummins & 
Co. They place their liabilities at $1,- 
705,683, The failure was attributed to 
the financing of suburban street rail- 
ways. 

Break In Stock Market. 

There was a big falling off of prices 
in speculative stocks on the New York 
exchange May 22, and the fact that 
this coincided with the widely adver- 
tised prophecy of Thomas W. Lawson 
attracted much attentién.

Oldest Statue In the World. 

Dr. Edgar J. Banks, who has been con- 
ducting a series of excavations at Bis- 
mya on behalf of a group of scholars 
headed by President Harper of Chicago 
university, has just announced the dis- 
covery of a marble statue of David, a 
Sumerian king of the pre-Babylonian 
period. Its date is about 4500 B. C.,, 
this being established by the art of 
dress, inscriptions and the known age 
of the stratum in which it was found.

It gives 
the name of a king in history earlier 
than anything heretofore known, thus 
pushing back the history of civilization
